Safety call to

THE grieving family of two holiday kids 
who died of carbon monoxide poisoning 
in Corfu hit out yesterday over their 


“pointless” deaths. 


They demanded that holiday firms should act so 
that no other family would suffer the same anguish. 
“We hope that we can contribute to pushing the multi- 
million pound holiday industry into providing at least a 
standard level of safety,” said the parents of Christi 


Shepherd, seven, and her six- 
year-old brother Bobby, who 
died in October. 

“That would allow all 
future holidaymakers to be 
confident they will wake up 
in the morning and take a 
breath of fresh air. 


“We as a family ask the 
holiday industry what mea- 
sures they intend to take to 
prevent tragedies such as 


this ever happening again.” 


Happy 

The children’s dad, Neil 
Shepherd, 38, told a news 
conference in the House of 
Lords that the children had 
gone to bed at the Louis 
Corcyra Beach Hotel “happy 
and excited”. 

But within 10 minutes, 
Christi was sick. 

Mr Shepherd and his 
partner Ruth Beatson, 27, 
from Wakefield, West Yorks, 
went to comfort the children, 
but they collapsed. Both 
adults spent several days ina 
coma.

The Kremlin insists that it will 
call the shots during the inquiry 
into the KGB defec- 
tor's poisoning from 
deadly polonium 210. 

Nine UK  counter- 
terrorism officers have 
flown to Moscow to quiz 
potential suspects. 

But prosecutor Yuri 
Chaika said anybody 
charged would face trial 
in Russia and would not 
be extradited to the UK. 

And he said Brit detec- 
tives would be banned 
from asking suspects 
their own questions. 

He also dismissed

happen here. It’s all 
sheer nonsense.

DAVID Beckham is easily 
Britain's richest footballer - 
despite claims he’s a fast 
fading force. 


Doubters have been predicting the 
end of Brand Beckham in what's 
been a year to forget on the pitch. 


But new figures out yesterday reveal 
Becks has an £87million fortune - a stag- 
gering £12m more than last year when 
he also topped the earnings chart. 

He was dumped from the England 
squad and looks to be on his way out of 
Real Madrid, but the midfielder is still a 
hot property. 

Earlier this year he clinched a £7.5m, 
three-year deal with phone giant 
Motorola and also has big deals with 
Gillette, Pepsi and adidas. 

The 31-year-old is now £55m ahead of 
his nearest challenger, Newcastle 
United striker Michael Owen, 26. 


But while Becks is sitting pretty com- 
pared to the personal fortunes of fellow 
footballers, he's well behind the sport's 
real moneymen - club owners. 

He manages only 34th in FourFourTwo 
magazine's list of the 100 richest people 
in football. 

Top of the pile with his £10.8billion 
fortune is Chelsea's Russian owner 
Roman Abramovich, 40. 

London-born, Bahamas-based curren- 
cy dealer Joe Lewis, 69, is runner-up 
with more than £2bn. His Enic company 
owns Tottenham Hotspur. 

Celtic's Dermot Desmond, 56, comes in 
third with £1.25bn, with Manchester 
United's US owner, Malcolm Glazer, 78, 
at No.4 with £1.05bn. 

And more megarich foreign owners 
are arriving in the Premiership. 

Icelandic Eggert Magnusson's deal to 
seize West Ham for £85m boosted 
foreign control and Liverpool look 
likely to follow suit with a £450m buyout 
bid from the ruler of Dubai. 

FourFourTwo editor Hugh Sleight 
said: "It's now very clear that foreign 
investors see British football as a major 
business opportunity - which poses 
worrying questions about the future. 

*With six Premiership clubs already 
owned by foreign businessmen, we must 
assume that they are all up for sale."
